Bryan ‘forced the situation clear- 
ly into the open this morning when 
he declared there must and would 
be a progressive temporary chair- 
man.

ARLY tomorrow evening the moon 
E will be nearly full, there being a 

narrow, invisible crescent of opac- 
ity, so to speak, along its eastern side. 
A little to the east of the moon will 
be seen the red, first-magnitude star 
Antares, in the heart ofthe Scorpion. 
It will not seem very bright on ac- 
count of-the proximity of the moon's 
illuminated surface. But there is an- 
other, much brighter star, or rather 
planet, four degrees above it—the 
giant planet Jupiter. : 
Now the apparent motion of the 
moon along the celestial are is so slow 
that it seems to be at rest, unless you 
take pains to observe its course among 
the stars. On this oceasion, as it 
nears Antares, we shall see that the 
moon makes very perceptible progress.

“Country Club,” his wife lay at the 
point of death at the Columbia Hos- 
| pital with nurses guarding her so that 
‘she would net hear of the tragedy. 
They asserted that the news of her 
husband's arrest. would surely cause 
her death. 

According to Prichard’s story a 
mysterious young society woman fi- 
Her identity is 
carefull¥ guarded and detectives, who 
have been detailed to find her, have 
so far been unable to discover her 
name or address. Both Prichard and 
A. W. Spears, 
was in the autemobile, and who was 
taken in custody soon after the acci- 
dent, assert they do not know the 
name of the woman, who was “rag- 
ging” at Vernon. 

Prichard’s story and that of Spears 
differ widely rewarding the acciden’, 
and in the placing of the blame (or 
the killing of Stokes Prichara yester- 
day said that he was not driving the 
machine, when Stokes was struck.
